The Adamites Sermon. 


Ott dearelp beloved, now we are congregated and gathered toges 
LV 1 ther in the feare ot the Lozd, like an innocent and harmleſſe Flock 
of ſheep in this holy place, much like that Garden of Paradiſe wherein 
our firſt parents Adam and Eve were. placed, Let us (my holy Bre« 
thzen, and mo2e holy ſiſters) imitate their.examples,foz pou know they 
were naked, which is to ſay (it we rightly expoundit_) they were naked 
oz without.Cloathes: therefoze let us lap aſide and ſet apart theſe unſan- 
{fied and wicked weeds, theſe ragges of ungodlineſſe, and pꝛophane Re- 
ticks of ſin, that is fo ſay our Cloathes; not only Gownes and Bꝛeeches, 
Peticoats and Doublets ; but alſo our chirts andſmocks, eſpectally be⸗ 
cauſe fhep are ofthe colour. white, and like to the whoze of Bavylons ſu- 
per ſtitious fmock, with whom the wicked commit the ac of Adulferte, 


To which purpoſe J have made choyſe of a Text, and will by the hos. 


ly aſſiſtance ol Jnſpiration, Interpꝛet, E xpound, and Pꝛopheſie. Theres 
loze With holp attention, Icharge 4 command pou to give eare (fo Jhope 
none ok our Dec hade ever leſt theirs) and nnrk, as you ſhall find it thus 
regiſtred and reco2ded ( oz that the infants of grace map plainly under⸗ 
ftand) pzintedin te Chapter of Geneſis, and the Uerſe, 
the woꝛds are theſe: And they were both naked; And they were both na- 
ked. Belo ved, ſuch is the ſweetneſſe of theſe words that J am loath fo 
taſe the taſte of them out of my mouth, but to ſatisfie the erpecation of 
this faire aſſemblp, accozding fo the motion of the Spirit J ſhall pzophe- 
fie : Parke, beloved, and glveattention tothe ſound of the-wozds : And 
they were both naked: They are-wozds indeed of pleaſure fo2 all the ſen- 


tes. No queſtion but the Pzophet Geneſis himſelfe as naked when hee 


wyitlyeſe wazds, Belo ved by thele wazdsumderſiand a twofold naked-

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nelle; The firſt is anakedneſfſs , oz being vopd oz expert of garments to 
cover the body: whereunto anakedneſe of ſinisincivent, and appertat⸗ 
ning to the naked of Garments ; 02 to explaine it moze fully, they that 
wearenocloathes, weare no toverings foꝛ ſin, 2 
The ſecond is a nakedneſſe of ſtane- walls, and windo wes ſull of Jdola- 
trous pictures, Oꝛgans that bello w like the Beaſt of Rome, oʒ to interpꝛet 


it moze plainly : Rake dneſſe of a Church, ische third nakednelle meant 


and under ſtood in my Text : ot all which, by the aſſiſtance of the Spirit. 
in their oꝛder · And firſt fo nakedneſſe ef garments * 
Thoſe thatare naked, and uncloathed have no covering fo2 their ſins, 
whereas, thoſe that ara cloathed in fine raiment, like Dives ſpoken of in 
the E vangeliſt, have the viſible markes of the beaft: they are pzoud,. 
haughtie, and ambittous, they are gluttons and ſurfet with the Banners 
of p2ide: many weare Cloaks ſoz their fins, yea , bzethzen and ſiſfers 
double Cloaks, pea though they be ſho2t Cloaks, pet they are lin'd with 
Pluſh, they are out- landiſh pluſh cloaks , they ſinellof curſed Mahomet, 
Others mp belovedbzethzen and Sifters, weare Cloaks of red Starlet, 
fide, large, anddowne fo the hams, which are indeed covers foz- their 
fins that are as red as ſcarlet; they are popiſh and idolatrous, ſoʒ they are 
invented by the French: they weare alſolocks, like the curled locks of 
Antichziſt, to cover their eares, as if they were all Scriveners : long 
halre is the enſigne of pꝛide, and the wozld is full of theſe enſignes. Mn, 
my beloved, thoſe that are the chiefe-hcavsand Governours of: ths Kings 
dome, the puniſhers of vice, maintaine it in themſelves, by wearing ſide 
and long robes of Purple, and Scarlet, under which are hid innumerable 
multitndes of tniqulties. Nap, mozeover, my beloved Bꝛethꝛen and i- 
ſters, the popiſh Bichops doe gird ſin to them, and keep it cloſe, as it 
they were in love with it, under their Canonicall Caſſocks, which are 
bound to them with Levitieall Sur ſingles, and upon them they wear large 
Surplices, made of fine linnen, like Dives that is ſpoken ol beſoze; and 


they weare upon hem Golunes of bepond⸗ſea Satitns; ſhe very name 
whereof{s Idolatrie, becauſe it is a confin German ſo Saten: thus mueg 


fo; Habits. Naw to the next popnt of Aakednes, which is nakednefle . 
ofa Church, They were naked, that is to ſay; without a Church. g. 
Now beloved, we mut conſider what a Church is. A very zealous - 
38;other had the unhappfneſſe to be a bsokiſh Scholler, and founderftand. 
the pꝛophane language of Rome, but befo2e his death he was verſe pen * 
tent fo ft, and ſoꝛrowed exceedingly. He ſald the name'of a Church in 
the Jdolatrous Latin tongue was Eecleſia, which is derived from-a - 
Gzeck wozd, ie, which ſignifies to call, and that is the reafon thoſe

pꝛophane things called Bells were firlf invented co call the peapte to the 
Church. Beloved, J ſay tt is Jdolatrte to have Bells in tie Chu:ch, in 
regard theycail meu thither, whereas they ought indeed to bee guided by 
the motions of the Spirit, and ſo congregate themſelves together, ard 
Not be called together by thole muſicall Bells, Bets that doe ring Jdola- 

trie in Changes. There are in thoſe Jdolatrous Churches great bello wing | 
Oꝛgans, that roareltke the great beaſt of Rome, Whtch the wicked ſap 
is to ſtirre up their devotion, Dh belobed, this ought not to be ſo, J am 
ſure it is otherwi& with us, who (whilſt wee are in this Parke) are 
tn innocence like our Father: our devotion ts moze 5ealous, which ts one» 
iy moved by the Spirft , and not by the calling together, and compulſion 
of the Bells and Ozgans. Theſe wicked beloved, ſing their pꝛayers in 
pꝛick ſong, they keep men and boyes purpoſely fo2 ſinging, which are 
clothed in white Raiments, they pzovide houles foz them in Perty Ca- | 
nons; Beloved, J know vou are not tgnozant what Canons are, Canons 
I ſap, that were invented by the Arch-Pzelateof Lambeth, wherein was 
included that Portentous Ponſter, & c. Now the ſinging men live in the 
Patty Canone, what then cre the Great Canons? Then the Piniſters that 
peach in thoſe Churches are learned and skilfull in the varietie of 
tongues ſuch as were at the confuſion of Label, which Jhope will be the 
- confuſion of their Church ; foꝛ if was the contuſton of languages that pul- 
led do wne that bigh ſteeple, that Grantham ſpire ſteeple of Babel: They 
. ſpeake in that Jdolatrovs tongue Latine ſo boldly as they doe in the 
- Maſſes, and without contradicttons my beloved, thep gibe Logicall Rea- 
- ſons too which is moſfab;omtnable :they read pꝛapers likewiſe upon the 
book, and not p2ay by the motion of the ſpirit that reigneth within them: | 
and beloved mo2e than all this, they pecfo2me theſe ſuper ſtitious offices in 
their Cloathes , which is moze abhominable than all the reſt; foz were 
their actions never ſo good, being done in their cloaths, it is moſt pꝛophane. 
Poꝛeo ver beloved in theſe Churches there are great windowes, nay pain: 
ted winde wes, J ſay unto you windowesfull of Images and Pictures; 
and the wicked dog kneele when they pꝛay, and doe look upon theſe Jma- 
ges; which is meere poperie it ſelfe : thep alſo marrie and give in marri- 
age in thoſe Churches, which is altogether to be abhoꝛ d, which is a great 


hindꝛance fo pꝛopagation, when a man is ted to one woman. 
T hele mp dearelp beloyed, are infallible ſtgnes of poperie nouriched in 
theirhearts, and expꝛeſled in their acttons: but there is one thing moze 
tcheriſhed and fa voured as their chiete darling, which J am afrais is a tin 
-taname. Beleeve me age? it ſticks inmy iawes very hard, it is a 
Croſſe, tis a Croſſe I ſay: Vo not they ſet apon their Jdolatrous Chur⸗ 
ches 
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ches the Croſſe + Do not they build in the middle of their Cities Croſſes» 
and put heads of Gold upon them »- Do they not make Percallices'fo2 
the Citie gates with croſſe beames in them - Do they not ſuffer the 
Leftices, dʒ enſignes of the houſe of the beaft with ſeven heads and ten 
hoznes, J meane of Tavernes and Ale houſes, to bee made with crofſe 
barres: Doe they not ſet up ſignes to their houſes, ( which ſhew there is 
nothing but poperie within) of the Croſſe Reyes: Doe thep not picture 
Saint Laurence à troſſe his G:ztdfron + Doe they not make the bottome 

of their Andirons in croſſes Are not their bed-cogds a croſle? Are not 
the Leads in their windowes a croſſe > are not their Two-handed (wozds 


made in fo2me of a Croſſe ? Js not their coyne. as Hillings, ſi x- pences. 


and the like, full of Croſſes » Dur well atfeged bꝛethꝛen the Scots 
are enemtes to thoſe Idolat rous croſtes, who make their two pences with 
Roſes and Thiſtles upon them e have not their gold of 11. ſhillings the 
Daggers a croſſe : Doe they not lap Sacks uponthe backs of their hogs 
ſes a croffe - Are not the Spokes of Coach- wheeles a Croſfe? are not 
the hozſesharnefſes made a croſſe: And mo2eover; leſt they ſhould not 
have enough ef Croſſes, doe they not name their ſtreets Red Croſſe 
ſtreet, and Mhite-croſſe ſtreet Nay maze tt an this, doe they not ſet 
watch men every night to attend the headleſle Croſſe in Barbicane with 
Halberfs that are a crofe e Þy beloved they d2ale with many maze 
crolles, which the Spirit will not (ſuffer me fo name; But J will pꝛophe⸗ 
fie the deſfructionoftheſe:Crofles; Thou Croſſe in. Cheap; ſiee ſhalt bee 
depꝛived of thy head, foz thauart a Traptoz; Thou art like tho Image 
that Nebuchadnezzar ſet up, thou haſt a bead of Gold: thy barres about 
thee hall not defend thee , thou (halt dowue, and the Idols which thou 
beareſt about thee ſhall downe alſo ; thou ſhalt bee like thy Idolatrous 
ſiſter in the Strand, thzn ſhalt be rob'd of thy riches, have {hy head cut 
off, and bee made a up-woꝛd to the Bꝛethꝛen. Thou Tottenbam high 
Croſſe, thou high place ok Tottenham, thy ſleps (hall bee degraded, and 
tho Boycs hall no moꝛe fall dawne and wo2ſhip thee. Thou pꝛophane 
Capler that fitteſt croſſe leg d, thy hands ſhall be troubled with the, Fel- 
lor, thy knuckles ſhall be traubled with the ifch : bzead foz thy ſake Wall 
mould, ant fo2 want of it thou ſhalt eat thy gwne vermine; th bills (hal 
berent in the middle and thou Galt dye a begger. Thou Cobler, that d2zaw- 
eſt thy tlzeds a croſſe, the Sole thou tak'ft in hand to tranſlate (hall fleet; 
fog thy ſake the patent fo2 Leather ſhall be renued, it ſhall be tranſpozted 
into }rance : thy old Boots hang ing at thy fall hall bee mouldie, and 
none ſhall buy them, thou ſhalt pawne thy Aule fo2 dz{nke , and thy end 
{hall bee in the, ftaft; Thou wicked Watzzman, that does crolle 

the 
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the Mater, there ſhall de faz thy ſake a great pzeſſe, ſo that thou ſhalt foz- 
ſake the River: when thou returneſf, thou halt ſee fires and Coaches 
upon the Thames, and the firſt Faire thou carrieſt after, thou ſhalt bee 
paid with the P. andſay J thanke pou miſtreſſe : theſe plagues mp bel. 
ved (all fall upon theſe Jdolatrous Croſſes, and their Adozers. Nay 
moꝛe, the very name of Croſſe ſhall be utter ly aboliſhed, Let not pour 
Daughters my dearelp beloved, ſit like Taplozs croſſe leg'd, it will hin- 
der the encreafe ofthe godly: Let not your old men goe croſſe gar teren, 
no; goe with — — their armes, that are —_— Croſſes, fag 
iffs poperte in the a >: Do nat covet to enter their idolatrous Chur⸗ 
ches fo; they are abhominable: This our aſſembly is moze holy than 
their conſecrated Church: the green Wiberte of theſe frees moze pleaſant 
than their painted windowes; the dummer apparell of the earth maze 
delightfull and ſofter by far than their ſtones : the chirping of theſe pꝛet⸗ 
ty birds moze melodiaus than their howling D2gans ; and laſtip, our na⸗ 
kedneſſe Innocence, and their veſkments Idolatrous; nap, they are popiſh 
and ſuper ſtitious in all their actions: but good bzeth zen and fiſfers, be nat 
ſeduced by them, foz they be wicked, abhominable, and pzophane. 
But beloved bzethzen, and moze beloved ſiſters, it is no wonder, though 
ſhzp be altogether Jdolatrous, when their verie bzead that is their chiefe 
nourichment, is Croſſe Buns, which fs Idolatrous, and is made of coꝛne 
that is ground by a wicked Piller, who hath carried it in a Sack croſſg 
his ſhoulders, J ſap, croffe his ſholders, and hath ground it in a Mind 
mill, the Sailes whereof are croſſe : And mp beloved, as if this were not 
Abolatrie ſufficient , they cloath their ſailes with cloathes , and never 
thinke of the;golden ſaying, And they were both naked, 

Mee ſthereloze, my dearely affected, that are voyd of theſe ſuperſticions 
toderings, not onely Cloathes, but alſo Churches, foz We pꝛopheſte in the 
open fields as our Father Adam did in the garden of Eden, muſt needs be 
in the fate of imocence,ashe was,foz we have not ſo much as fig-leaves 
upon us: let us therefoze reiopce exceedinglp, and expzeſſe our toy in the 
i{velp act of Generation, and pzopagation of the godly, that may bee 
-boznenaked as we are at this pꝛeſent. And ſo much f0z this tune.
